REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The field of invention relates to a commodity sales system and more particularly, 
to a method and system for combining the wishes of purchasers and suppliers of 
commodities so that seller can make the maximum gross profit. 

Claims 1 and 6: Neither the closest prior art alone nor in combination disclose 
or teach and suggest the claimed invention. The prior art fails to disclose 
selecting an optimum combination of intending purchasers, selling quantities, 
selling prices, commodity suppliers, supply quantities and supply prices by using 
an iterative aggregation of profit. 

Closest US Patent/Patent Publication Prior Art 

Previously cited Brodsky (US 6,751 ,597) and entered on PTO-892, Paper 
#20061 1 15 is the closest prior patent/patent publication prior art. Forward and 
backward citations failed to produce prior art any stronger than Brodsky or other 
prior patent art previously cited. 

Closest Non-patent Literature Prior Art- Item U, Paper #20080125 

Hermann teaches price optimization and maximizing gross profit but fails to 
disclose alone or teach and suggest the claimed invention. Hermann fails to 
disclose selecting an optimum combination of intending purchasers, selling 
quantities, selling prices, commodity suppliers, supply quantities and supply 
prices by using an iterative aggregation of profit.
